NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—The pos- 


sibility of an amicable understand- 
ing between the steel manufac- 
turers of Europe and America in 
world trade, was suggested by El- 
bert H. Gary, chairman of the Unit- 


.|ed States Steel Corporation, at the 


opening session of the American 
Iron and Steel Institute today. 

“We have heard recently con- 
siderable discussion relating to an- 
ticipated competition between the 
iron and steel manufacturers of the 
United States and foreign competi- 
tors,”’ he said, “but it is believed 
that should it become necessary an 
international conference will be 
held of all these-interest and a 
full, open discussion indulged in 
after which a fair understanding 
couldsbe reached. 

“Of course no agreement between 
the different interests relating to 
prices could legally be entered into 
without sanction of our law ad- 
ministrators. But, if necessity 
arose, it is thought the approval 
of the public authorities of the 
country, if they were fully  in- 
formed, and permitted to express 
opinions on the subject, might be 
obtained.” 

‘Reviewing industrial conditions, 
Gary asserted no clouds appeared 


on the business horizon which 
inight indicate that demand for 
steel products would be substan- 
tially reduced in the near future. 

“Money is plentiful,’”. he said. 
“Collections afe satisfactory, indi- 


cating the soundness of the credit. 


situation. There is sufficient labor 
to meet all demands and the work- 
ers should be, and are, entirely sat- 
isfied with both rates of pay and 
conditions of employment. 


“We sometimes think unfavor- 
able statements published concern- 
ing the trend of business, either are 
pure surmises, or put out for ul- 
terior purposes, political or other- 
wise. One thing we know positive- 
ly, namely, that the administration 
at Washington is reasonable and 
fair towards all business and all 
interests and we have reason to be- 
lieve that the majority of Congress 
will support the President.” 

Alluding to the question of tar- 
iff, Gary said: ‘We believe no 
legislation will be attempted, and 
certainly none passed, which will 
be really harmful to the business 
of the country. 

“While there will be continued 
competition in the steel industry 
by foreign

PROPERTY, SIGNED 
$670,000 IN BONDS 


Sam Arky’s Affidavit, How- 
ever, Failed to Disclose 
All Encumbrances on His 


Real Estate. 


HAS DEFAULTED ON 
TWO $1000 SURETIES 


Claims Reduced to Judg- 
ments but Sheriff’s Sale 
Would Yield Nothing to 
Apply on Them.

An affidavit made by Sam Arky, 
April 8, 1925, in the Circuit Court, 
setting forth his qualifications as a 
bondsman, contains statements not 
supported by the records at the 
Recorder's office. It purports to 
show that he was then worth $25,- 
000, whereas the reeords indicate 
that his known property holdings 
were encumbered so they would 
yield nothMg at a Sheriff’s sale 
which could be levied upon by the 
State. 

Arky, who signed $670,000 of 
bail bonds in one year, 1924, and 
was accepted by Circuit Judge Itt- 
ner for $144,100 of this sum, ac- 
cording to figures on the bond 
schedules prepared by the Associ- 
ation for Criminal Justice, is at 
present in default on two $1000 
bonds reduced to judgment Oct. 8, 
as told yesterday. 

Details of Affidavit. 

In his affidavit Arky represented 
that he owned business property at 
2627-29-31-33 Franklin avenue 
worth $24,500, on which there was 
a mortgage of $18,000. Records at 
the City Hall show this property in 
his name on April 8, 1925, but the 
mortgage was $18,887 and the 
property was further encumbered 
by assignments of rents and sey- 
eral deeds of trusts. The assessed 
valuation of the yroperty was 
$18,800. Moreover, in his affidavit 
Arky declared he owned two lots 
“at Natural Bridge road and Good- 
fellow avenue.” The plot books In 
the Recorder's office for the four 
blocks having corners at Natural 
Bridge road and Goodfellow ave- 
nue do not show Arky’s fname as 
the owner of property there. 

The Sheriff's office , has an- 
nounced inability to edliect the 
two $1000 bond forfeitures from 
Arky because he has no property 
in his own name on which to levy. 

Judge Paul Gayer of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, who al- 
lowed Arky to sign the two bonds 
deemed uncollectable unless Arky 
voluntarily pays them, said yester- 
day that he would require the 
bondsman to give new qualifica- 
tions before taking him on any 
more bonds. He said if the quali- 
fications were not satisfactory he 
would order the principals on two 
other bonds in his court still stand- 
ing, rearrested. 

Two Bonds Accepted by Gayer. 

In addition to the two bonds 
gone to judgment, Judge’ Gayer 
permitted Arky to sign a.bond of 
$5000 with Mary Fields as princi- 
pal and one for $1000 with Joe 
North as. principal. 

‘Tf Arky’s new qualifications are 
unsatisfactory,’ Judge Gayer said, 
‘“T shall order the arrest of his 
principals and require them to give 
another surety. 

“There is not much chance of a 
Judge detecting a  bondsman’s 
lack of qualifications. ‘A bondsman 
can swear one day he has so much 
property and the next can transfer 
it to some other person. How is a 
Judge to keep track of all the 
bondsmen who sign in his court? 
I never knowingly allowed Arky or 
ahyone else to sign a bond without 
proper qualifications.” , 

Pearcy Without Jurisdiction. 

Circuit Judge Pearcy, who took 
Arky on two live bonds of $1500 
each, explained that he was not in 


the criminal division and accepted 
the bonds for Circuit Judge Frey 
while Frey was out of town. He 
said he had no _ jurisdiction over 
these bonds now and could not call 
the principals in and require new 
surety. 

“However,” said Judge Pearcy, 
“T am entirely in sympathy with 
the efforts being made to check 
up on the bond situation. Know- 
ing what I know now about Arky 
1 would require very definite proof 
of his qualifications before ac- 
cepting him on another bond.” 

Ittner Won’t Discuss Case. 

Circuit Judge Ittner, who has 
taken Arky on more bonds than 
any other Judge in St. Louis and 
who permitted the two bonds now 
up for collection to go through his 
court without demanding that 
Arky settle with the State, has de- 
clined to discuss the matter, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Circuit Judge Hogen, who accept- 
ed Arky on $11,000 of bonds, what 
his future attitude would be toward 
this bondsman. 

“T will not discuss personalities,” 
Judge Hoggn said, “but my policy. 
has always been to demand proper

IN SAN FRANCISCO, 
NO GREAT DAMAGE 


Buildings Rock Under Three 
Tremors—Clocks 
Stopped, Plaster Cracked 
and Windows Broken. 


TEMBLORS FOLLOW 
OLD FAULT OF 1906 


‘Fairly Severe’ Disturbance 
Extends From Santa Rosa 
in North to Paso Robles 
in South. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—An 
[early morning series of , earth- 
quakes, oné of which was described 
as “fairly severe,” visited the San 
Francisco Bay region and contingu- 
ous territory today, causing con- 
siderable hysteria, but only nomi- 
nal damage. The Weather Bureau 
reported the shocks were felt from 
Santa Rosa on the north to Paso 
Robles on the south. 

Hotel guests went into the streets 
and parks, some in night attire, 
but quickly decided they had been 
“more scared than hurt.” 

Clocks stopped in places and 
there was an occasional cracked 
wall, buta close survey déesclosed 
no injured person or as much 
damage as a toppled chimney. 

Santa Cruz Hotel Rocked. 

Santa Cruz, 60 miles to- the 
south, reported slight damage to 
the Casa del Rey Hotel, a big re- 
sort structure, and a few cracked 
walls and stopped tlocks. First re- 
ports were that the damage would 


reach $25,000 there, but this was 
blieved to be exaggerated. It ap- 
peared to be the most severely 
shaken™“of the towns in the earth- 
quake zone. 

A freak of the disturbance was 
that many Western Union ¢locks 
stopped at 4:36 a. m., the time of 
the first shock, and some were 
started again by later shocks. 

Lower Market street, which is on 
made land, appeared to suffer the 
most here, The Lincoln Hotel, 
hear the towering Southern Pacific 
Co. office building, appeared to be 
a few inches out of plumb. Plas- 
ter fell in Seaboard National Bank, 
and on Mission street, near the 
water front, there were a few 
cracked walls. 

In the main business district four 
Plate glass windows in the Palace 
HoteL were cracked, and a _ long 
crack appeared in one of the col- 
umns of the Crocker-First National 
Bank. 

Olock Stopped at Stockton. 

The City Hall clock was stopped 
at Stockton. 

In Chinatown, Portsmouth 
Square filled quickly with excited 
Chinese, many mothers lding 
babies in arms, garish silk kifhonos 
miixng with the more severe occi- 
dental boudoir attire. 

Some frightened householders 
scamprred into Golden Gate Park, 
while in the various squares, par- 
ticularly in the downtown district, 
there were unusual and excited col- 
lections of early morning visitors,

GUBAN HURRICANE 
DEATHS ESTIMATED 
AT MORE THAN 630 


10 Municipalities Destroyed 
6500 Made Homeless and 
$100,000,000 Property 
Damage Done. 


NUMBER OF INJURED 
NOT YET AVAILABLE 


Survivors, Many Seriously 
Hurt, Without Food, 
Medicine or Water; Relief 
Work Begun. 


By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Oct. 22.—Belated ad- 


vices reaching Havana today indi- 
cated that more than 650 persons 
perished at various places in the 
provinces of Havana, Matanzas, 
Santa Clara and Pinar Del Rio in 
the hurricane which struck the is- 
land Wednesday morning. 

Ten municipalities were wiped 
out and 6500 persons were made 
homeless. It is thought the mate- 
rial damage will reach nearly 
$100,000,000. No definite figures 
on the total number hurt on the 
island were avaliable. 

In Havana it ts estimated that 
200 persons were «killed and 1600 


injured ‘and that houses of 3200 
families were destroyed. 

The two villages comprising the 
municipality of Batabano, on the 
south coast of the island, report- 
ed more than 300 dead, and both 
towns destroyed. | 

Bejucal, lying midway between 
Havand and Batabano, had 30 fa- 
talities. At Gabriel there were 11: 
Central Fajaro, eight; Guira Del 
Melana, nine; Camp Columbia, 
eight; Guanabacoa, three; Matan- 
zas City, six, and Guines, three. 

Few reports had been received 
today from parts of the provinces 
of Matanzas, Santa Clara and Pi- 
nar Del Rio, over which the storm 
passed. They were cut off from 
communication because of wrecked 
telephone and telegraph lines and 
blocked railroads and roads. 

Frantic Appeals for Aid. 

The survivors in various districts, 
many of them seriously injured, 
were without food, medicine. or 
water and frantic appeals were 
made for aid.| 

Two relief committees have heen 
formed. Nearly $100,000 already 
has been subscribed. Government 
and private trucks and automo- 
biles have been put into service in 
efforts to reach interior villages. In 
Havana, all the homeless have 
been given food and shelter. 


Fifteen bodies have been taken 
out of Havana Harbor, bringing 
total number of known 
drowned here to 19. Officials be- 
lieve that 50 or more persons por- 
sibly met death in the harbor when 
the heavy seas and the wind. de- 
stroyed numerous craft. 

The city is dark and deserted 1t 
night, No‘street cars are running 
and the electric lights are out, 

Buildings partly razed in Guines 
included the jail. All the prisoners 
fled, but shortly afterwards 20 re- 
turned and surrendered, sayiug 
they preferred the jail to the ter- 
ror of the storm. 

Trains, running at a speed not 
exceeding greatly that of a walk, 
have reached the city from the 
eastern section of the republic. 
Passengers on them reported floods 
as far east as Santa Clara Prov- 
ince. . 

Villages Seriously Damaged. 

P. A. Bonet, Cuban Consul Nen- 
erel to the Dominican Repubitc, 
a passenger on one train, said ev- 
ery village along the railway line 


from Manaca in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince westward was seriously dam- 
aged. The entire cquntryside as 
fas as he was able to see on both 
sides of the track was devastat+d. 

Havana has a plentiful supply of 
food and medicine and thus far has 
been able without difficulty to take 
care of refugees. 

Three large sugar factories in the 
outlying districts were hard hit by 
the storm. Central Fajaro was 
destroyed with a loss of eight lives 
and Central Tolédo was badly dam- 
aged. 

At La Saludad 1000 tobacco curing 
sheds were demolished. 

Fighteen Americans were An- 
jured in the storm a survey made 
among the American colony. by 
Cc. H. MacDonald, representative of 
the American Red Cross in Ha- 
vana shows. In most cases the 
injuries suffered were slight. Nrs. 
Neil Holm, formerly of Atlanta. 
Ga.. was struck on the head by 
flying debris; a gash was made in 
her forehead and her left eye was 
injured. ' 

A small section of one of the

POISON SQUAD’ WOMAN 
IS SUMMONED BY REED 


Senator Wants to Ask Gossip 
Campaigner About Activities 
in Missouri, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post- Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 22.— 
Senator Reed learned today that 
Mrs, Vivian Tray Wheatcraft had 


been compaigning in Missouri in 
behalf of Senator Williams, and he 
issied a telegraphic subpena for 
her to appear before him in Kan- 
sas City Monday to ew#plain her ac- 
tivities both in Indiana and in Mis- 
sourlt. She was last reported at 
Princeton, Mo., Thursday night. 

In addition to dispatching sub- 
penas by wire, Reed instructed the 
United States Marshal to find her. 

At the very moment that he was 
considering whether to question 
Mrs. Wheatcraft about her activity 
in the Indiana primary he received 
word that she was busy in his own 
State. Reed was obviously incensed. 

Mrs. Wheatcraft has not been in 
Indiana since the publication of 
the sensational “poison squad” in- 
terview in August, in which she 
told how she had a little black 
book containing the names of five 
women in each county in the 
State. through whom she _ could 
conduct a “whispering” campaign 
that would “butter the State’ with 
a morsel of gossip inside of 12 
hours. 

Wants to Know Who Sent Her. 

At that time she was vice chair- 
mau of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and she is now reported to 
be in the employ of the Republican 
National Committee. Whether it 
sent her into Missouri to organize 
the women against Harry B. Hawes 
(Democratic candidate for the Sen- 
ate), is one of the questions which 
Reed wants to ask her. 

The interview in which Mrs. 
Wheatcraft described the opera- 
tions of her “whispering’’ women 

was given fo representatives of the 
Baltimore Sun and the Indianapolis 
Times, and was widely copied. Mrs. 
Wheatcraft had reéently completed 
her work of organizing the Repub- 
lican women of Indiana for Senator 
James Watson in the primary and 
was then engaged in similar work 
for Watson and Senator Robinson 
in the election campaign. 

In reporting the interview, the 
Sun and Times declared that Mrs. 
Wheatcraft’s story, when reduced 
to its substance, meant that Wat- 
son's nomination had been largely 
accomplished through the skillful 
employment of female gossips. 
Told About Her “Poison Squad.” 

“Tl drilled them all right,” Mrs. 
Wheatscraft told the reporters, de- 
scribing her work among the wom- 
en in the Republican primary. “I 
have a little black book which no- 
body ever sees except-me. In it I 
have what I call my ‘poison squad’ 


consisting of five women in each 
county. When I want to start 
something, I simply tip off the 


word to the ‘poison squad’ and in 
12 hours it is buttered all over the

RESCUED FROM SEA 


Machine Carrying 7 Americans 
Was Forced Down in 
English Channel.

FOLKESTONE, England, Oct. 22. 
~—~Twelve persons, including seven 
Americans, narrowly escaped 
drowning yesterday when an Im- 
periai Airways cross-channel plane 
made a forced landing in the En- 
glish Channel off Folkestone. 

The 10 passengers and the two 
members of the crew of the plane 
were rescued by the trawler. In- 
victa, which rushed to the scene 
after the plane nad sent out an 
S O S message'saying that engine 
trouble had forced it to make @ 
landing in the sea. 

Many other boats, including the 
steamship Republic, picked up the 
message and sped to the scene, but 
the trawler arrived there first.

Crisp 
hearts of lettuce with French dress- 
ing is an ideal salad anc is better 
than one more elaborate with a 
heavy dressing.

CITIZENS DEMAND 
LEVEE PROTECTION 


Impossible to Estimate 
Amount of Damage — 
Valley Farmers Hardest 
Hit by Disaster. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

BEARDSTOWN, IIL, Oct. 22.— 
With a third of its 200 city blocks 
still under water, Beardstown was 
astir today with mops, brooms, 
buckets and pumps, cleaning up its 
messy streets, business houses and 


homes, zealously preparing fora re- 
turn to normal existence after 
three weeks of watery isolation. 
Preparing tc lay aside the hip 
boots and the row boats, the town 
hopes to have “business as usual” 
by Monday morning. With the Il- 
linois River falling at the rate of 
6;inches a day from its Oct. 12 
record high of 26.36 feet, the city 
should be clear of water by then. 
But not so fortunate are the 
farmers of the flat valley of the 


lower Illinois. For 169 miles to 
its mouth the river is practically 10 
miles wide and many acres have 
been under water since the first 
heavy rains of early September. 

Six Weeks to Clear Valley. | 

It will be another six weeks, old 
timers say, before the river will be 
back in its banks. And w:th farm- 
houses and crops washed away it 
will be spring before many of the 
impoverished tenant farmers. have 
& chance. “to get on their feet.’’- 

Beardstown, a prosperous, ag- 
gressive city of 7000 persons, takes 
the disaster philosophically. Te 
chaffs at the inconveniences of this 
worst flood in its history, and ~ it 
discusses seriously the causes and 
cures. Built. on comparatively 
high ground, for thg Illinois valley, 
it wonders why each succeeding 
flood is higher than the last. 

Popular opinion blames the 
drainage districts. The Illinois is 
lined on both sides with reclaimed 
marsh lands, dyked off with broad 
levees, most of which withstood | 
the high water. People here con-| 
tend that these levees cramped the | 
channel and pushed the water back 
into the streets of the city. 

The only solution lies in a system 
of levees for Beardstown and the 
citizenry is asking why something 
is not done with the $350,000 ap- 
propriated for that purpose by the 
State Legislature after the last 
floor, in April, 1922, when water 
lapped on the City Hall steps and 
submerged the square for the first 
timé in history.

NeW BODY PROVIDES 


FOR HOMELESS MEN 


Sidney Maestre Head of New 


Organization That Looks Af- 
ter the Helpless. 


A new organization will par- 


‘ticipate in the Community Fund | 


budget in the fifth annual cam- 


paign, Nov. 12 to 22. Tt is the | 


Bureau for Homeless Men, for- 
merly operated as a department of 
the Community Council, which has 
recently been established as a sep- 
arate organization. 

The need for such a bureau was 
seen 18 months ago when it be- 
came apparent that the various 
social organizations were unable 
properly to care for homeless men 
and to keep beggars and peddlers 
off the city streets. Sidney Maes- 


‘tre has been elected president of 


the board of directors. 

A large part of the work of the 
bureau will be directed towards 
reclaiming men sent to the work- 
house for begging om the streets. 


The ordinance against begging has | 


been strictly enforced since a 
meeting of city judges and police 
with the bureau last January when 
it was decided that workhouse sen- 
tences would be given on the con- 
lition that social service workers 
would follow up the cases and try 


to remove the cause. Approxi- | 
mately 25 per cent of those con- | 
victed were later paroled on rec- | 
tommendation of the bureau. 


Able-bodied men who were 

willing to work were given em- 
ployment, the aged were sent to the 
infirmary, the feeble-minded to 
the City Hospital, and some were 
turned over to relatives. Last win- 
ter §0 men were disposed of in one 
of these ways. 

The bureau works in cl6ése co- 
operation with the Municipal Lodg- 
ing House !n caring ‘for homeless 
men, and during the winter months 
when the lodging-house is open, its 
offices are-in the same building 


Whenever possible the bureau will 


’ obtain employment for men at the 


en to the necessity of begging. It 
will provide clothing, transporta- 
tion to homes or hospitals and as- 
sist the homeless {n any way pos- 
sible.

In the 18 months in which i 
operated as the Central Bureau for 
Transient Men it gave service to 
5732 men. An analysis made by 
Walter Ror, secretary, showed that 
less than half, or 42 per cent. of 
the men were residents of St. Louis. 
Seven per cent were less than 206 
years of age, the youngest being 14. 
Stxteen per cent were more than 
60 years old Included in thetr 
ranks were inveterate fdlers. un- 
fortunate doctors, ministers, politi- 
clans, lawyers and poets.
